nies and o( the Conlincnui Con-ross, by iheir .ict^ or counsel, achieved 
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IT BEING evident, from a steady decline of a proper celebration 
of the National holidays of the United States of America, that 
popular concern in the events and men of the war of the Revolu- 
tion is gradually declining, and that such lack of interest is attributable, 
not so much to the lapse of time and the rapidly increasing flood of 
immigration from foreign countries, as to the neglect on the pait of 
descendants of Revolutionary heroes to perform thdr duty in keeping 
before the public mind the memory of the services of their ancestors 
and of the times in which they lived; therefore, the Society of the 
Sons of the Revolution has been instituted to perpetuate the memory 
of the men who, in the military, naval, and civil service of the Colo- 
nies and of the Continental Congress, by their acts or counsel, achieved 
the independence of the coimtry, and to further the proper celebra- 
tion of the anniversaries of the birthday of Washington, and of prom- 
inent events connected with the war of the Revolution ; to collect and 
secure for preservation the rolls, records, and other documents relating 
to that period ; to inspire the members of the Society with the patri- 
otic spirit of their forefathers ; and to promote the feeling of friend- 
ship among them. 

The General Society shall be divided into State Societies, which 
shall meet annually on the day appointed therefor in their respective 
fiy-Laws, and oftener if found expedient ; and at such annual meet- 
ing the reasons for the institution of the Society shall be considered, 
and the best measures for carrying them into effect adopted. 
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The State Societies at every annual meeting shall choose a Presi- 
dent, a Vice-President, a Secretary, a Registrar, a Treasurer, a Chap- 
lain, and such other officers as may by them respectively be deemed 
necessary, and a Board of Managers, to consist of such officers, and 
other members, as may be provided by their respective Constitutions 
and By-Laws, all of whom shall retain their respective positions until 
their successors are duly chosen. 

Each State Society shall cause to be transmitted annually or oftener 
to the other State Societies a circular letter calling attention to what- 
ever may be thought worthy of observation respecting the welfare of 
the Society or of the general union of the States, and giving informa- 
tion of the officers chosen for the year ; and copies of these letters 
shall also be transmitted to the General Secretary to be preserved 
among the records of the General Society. 

The State Societies shall regulate all matters respecting their own 
affairs, consistent with the general good of the Society ; judge of the 
qualification of their members or of those proposed for membership, 
subject, however, to the provisions of this Constitution ; and expel any 
member who, by conduct unbecoming a gentleman or a man of honor, 
or by any opposition to the interests of the community in general or 
of the Society in particular, may render himself unworthy to continue 
in membership. 

In order to form funds that may be respectable, each member 
shall contribute, upon his admission to the Society and annually there- 
after, such sums as the By-Laws of the respective State Societies may 
require ; but any of such State Societies may provide for the endow- 
ment of memberships by the payment of proper sums in capitaliza- 
tion, which sums shall be properly invested as a permanent fund, the 
income only of which shall be expended. 

The regular meeting of the General Society shall be held every 
three years, and special meetings may be held upon the order of the 
General President or upon the request of two of the State Societies, 
and such meetings shall consist of the General Officers and a repre- 
sentation not exceeding five deputies from each State Society, and the 
necessary expenses of such meeting shall be borne by the State 
Societies. 



Constttutton. 9 

The following amendment to the Constitution was proposed at the 
meeting of the General Society held in Denver. Colorado, April 19, 
1899, to be voted on at the next regular meeting : 

"Strike out from the seventh paragraph of the Constitution of the 
General Society the words : *of the General Officers and a representation 
not exceeding five deputies from each State Society,' and insert the follow- 
ing : 'of two delegates from each State Society, and one additional delegate 
for every one hundred (100) members or major fraction thereof, and on all 
questions arising at meetings of the General Society, each delegate there 
present shall be entitled to one vote, and no vote shall be taken by States.' " 

At the regular meeting a General President, General Vice-Presi- 
dent, General Second Vice-President, General Secretary, Assistant 
General Secretary, General Treasurer, Assistant General Treasurer, 
General Chaplain, General Registrar, and General Historian shall be 
chosen by a majority of the votes present, to serve until the next regu- 
lar general meeting, or until their successors are duly chosen. 

At each general meeting the circular letters which have been trans- 
milted by the several State Societies shall be considered, and all 
measures taken which shall conduce to the general welfare of the 
Society. 

The General Society shall have power at any meeting to admit 
State Societies thereto, and to entertain and determine all questions 
affecting the qualifications for membership in or the welfare of any 
State Society as may by proper memorial be presented by such State 
Society for consideration. 

Any male person above the age of twenty-one years, of good char- 
acter, and a descendant of one who, as a military, na\«il, or marine 
officer, soldier, sailor, or marine, in actual service, under the authority 
of any of the thirteen Colonies or States or of the Continental Con- 
gress, and remaining always loyal to such authority; or a descendant 
of one who signed the Declaration of Independence, or of one who, 
as a member of the Continental Congress or of the Congress of any of 
the Colonies or States, or as an official appointed by or under the 
authority of any such legislative bodies, actually assisted in the estab- 
lishment of American Independence by services rendered during the 
war of the Revolution, becoming thereby liable to conviction of trea- 
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son against the government of Great Britain, but remaining always 
loyal to the authority of the Colonies or States, shall be eligible to 
membership in the Society. 

The Secretary of each State Society shall transmit to the General 
Secretary a list of the members thereof, together with the names and 
official designations of those from whom such members derive claim 
to membership ; and thereafter, upon the admission of members in 
each State Society, the Secretary thereof shall transmit to the General 
Secretary information respecting such members similar to that herein 
required. 

The Society shall have an insignia, which shall be a badge sus- 
pended from a ribbon by a ring of gold; the badge shall be elliptical in 
form, with escalloped edges, one and one-quarter inches in length and 
one and one-eighth inches in width; the whole surmounted by a gold 





eagle with wings displayed, inverted; on the obverse side a medallion 
of gold in the centre, elliptical in form, bearing on its face the figure 
of a soldier in Continental uniform, with musket slung; beneath, the 
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figures 1775 ; the medallion surrounded by thirteen raised gold stars 
of five points each upon a border of dark blue enamel. On the reverse 
side, in the centre, a medallion corresponding in form to that on the 
obverse, and also in gold, bearing on its face the Houdon portrait of 
Washington in bas-relief, encircled by the legend, *' Sons of the Rev- 
olution;" beneath, the figures 1883; ^^^ up<>^ ^^^ reverse of the 
eagle the number of the badge to be engraved ; the medallion to be 
surrounded by a plain gold border, conforming in dimensions to the 
obverse ; the ribbon shall be dark blue, ribbed and watered, edged 
with buff, one and one-half inches wide, and one and one-half inches 
in displayed length. 

The insignia of the Society shall be worn by the members on all 
occasions when they assemble as such for any stated purpose or cele- 
bration, and may be worn on any occasion of ceremony ; it shall bS 
carried conspicuously on the left breast, but members who are or have 
been officers of the Society may wear the insignia suspended from the 
ribbon around the neck. 

The custodian of the insignia shall be the General Secretary, who 
shall issue them to members of the Society under such proper rules as 
may be formulated by the General Society, and he shall keep ^regis- 
ter of such issues wherein each insignia issued may be identified by the 
number thereof. 
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The seal of the Society shall be one and seven-eighths inches in 
diameter, and shall consist of the figure of a Minute-man in Conti- 
nental uniform, standing on a ladder leading to a belfry ; in his left 
hand he holds a musket and an olive-branch, whilst his right grasps a 
bell-rope; above, the cracked Liberty Bell; issuing therefrom a rib- 
bon bearing the motto of the Society, Exegi monumentum are peren- 
nius ; across the top of the ladder on a ribbon, the figures 1776 ; and 
on the left of the Minute man, and also on a ribbon, the figures 1883, 
the year of the formation of the Society ; the whole encircled by a 
band three-eighths of an inch wide; thereon at the top thiiteen stars 
of five points each ; at the bottom, the name of the General Society, 
or of the State Society to which the seal belongs. 

On occasions other than the meetings for any seated purpose or 
celebration, members may wear a rcsette of the prescribed rihbon and 
pattern in the upper button-hole of the left lapel of the coat. 

The Treasurer shall procure and issue the rosettes to members. 

The following being a fac-simile of the same, which shall not ex- 
ceed fifteen millimeters in diameter :

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ARTICLE I. 

name of Socleti?. 

This Society shall be known by the name, style, and title of The 
Society of Sons of the Revolution in the State of Iowa. 

ARTICLE II. 

BDmt0dion of Aembere. 

Candidates shall send their written application, approved by two 
members, with documentary or other proofs of qualification for mem- 
bership, to the Secretary, who shall submit the same to the Committee 
on Admissions. Upon a favorable report from said Committee to 
the Board of Managers, and the payment of the membership fee and 
dues for first year, said applicants shall become members of the Society. 

ARTICLE III. 

The membership fee shall be five (5) dollars; the annual dues three 
(3) dollars. The pa3rment at one time of twenty- five (25) dollars in 
addition to the membership fee shall constitute a life membership. 
The payment at one time of one hundred (100) dollars shall constitute 
a perpetual or endowed membership, and upon the death of the mem- 
ber so paying the membership shall be held by the eldest son, or such 
other descendant from the ancestor from whom he claims descent as 
he may nominate; in failure of such nomination having been made, 
the Society may decide which one of the descendants shall hold the 
membership ; provided always ^ that the Society reserves to itself the 
privilege of rejecting any nomination that may not be acceptable to it. 
All those holding life or endowed memberships shall be exempt from 
the payment of annual dues. 
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ARTICLE IV. 

permanent fund. 

All life and endowed membership fees, as well as donations which 
shall hereafter be paid the Society, shall remain forever to the use of 
the Society, of which the interest only shall be used. 

ARTICLE V. 

Bnnual Aeetino* 

The annual meeting of the Society shall be held on the nineteenth 
day of April, except when such date shall fall on Sunday, in which 
event the meeting shall be held on the following day. At this meet- 
ing a general election of officers by ballot shall take place, and a 
majority of the ballots given for any shall constitute a choice; but 
if, on the first ballot, no person shall receive such majority, then a 
further balloting shall take place, in which a plurality of votes given 
for any officer shall determine the choice. Special meetings shall be 
held by direction of the Board of Managers, or upon the written 
request of three members of the Society. 

ARTICLE VL 
^fncere. 

The officers of the Society shall be a President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Treasurer, Registrar, Historian, and Chaplain, together 
with a Board of Managers consisting of the above named officers, ex 
officio, and five others elected annually. 

ARTICLE VII. 

(Stuonim. 

At all meetings of the Society seven members shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

preeldent 

The President, or in his absence the Vice-President, or in the 
absence of both a chairman pro tempore, shall preside at all meetings 
of the Society, and shall have a casting vote. He shall preserve order. 
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and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
Society. The President shall be, ex officio, a member of all com- 
mittees. 

ARTICLE IX. 

The Secretary shall conduct the general correspondence of the 
Society. He shall notify all members of their election and of such 
other matters as may be directed by the Society. He shall have charge 
of the seal, certificate of incorporation, By-Laws, and records of the 
Society. He, together with the presiding officer, shall certify all acts 
of the Society. He shall, imder direction of the President or Vice- 
President, give due notice of the time and place of all meetings of the 
Society, and attend the same. He shall keep fair and accurate records 
of all the proceedings and orders of the Society ; and shall give notice 
to the several officers of all votes, orders, resolves, and proceedings of 
the Society affecting them or pertaining to their respective duties. He 
shall have charge of all printing and publications directed by the 
Society or by the Board of Managers. He shall be Secretary of the 
Board of Managers, and shall keep the record of their meetings in the 
regular minute-book of the Society. 

ARTICLE X. 
TTreasurer. 

The Treasurer shall collect and keep the funds and secm-ities of the 
Society; and so often as those sums shall amount to one hundred 
(100) dollars they shall be deposited in some bank in the City of Dav- 
enport to the credit of "The Iowa Society Sons of the Revolution," 
and shall be drawn thence on the check of the Treasurer for the pur- 
poses of the Society only. Out of these funds he shall pay such sums 
as may be ordered by the Society, or by the Board of Managers. He 
shall keep a true account of his receipts and payments, and at each 
annual meeting render the same to the society, when a committee shall 
be appointed to audit his accounts. He shall give such security as 
shall be required by the Board of Managers. He shall issue certifi- 
cates of membership to persons entitled thereto. He shall, upon 
receipt of twelve (12) dollars for the insignia, and twenty-five (25) 
cents for the button, procure the same for members, and furnish to 
the Secretary a list of insignia members. 
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ARTICLE XL 

abapUitt. 

The Chaplain shall perform such duties as ordinarily appertain to 
such office. 

ARTICLE XII. 

'RCflfattar. 

The Registrar shall keep a roll of members, and in his hands shall 
be lodged all the proofs of membership qualification, and reference 
books and documents l>elonging to the Society ; and he, under the 
direction of the Board of Managers, shall make copies of such similar 
documents as the owners thereof may not be willing to leave perma- 
nently in the keeping of the Society. He shall furnish the Secretary 
with a membership list and descent, also a list of ancestry for publica- 
tion in the register of the Society. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

t>f0torlatu 

The Historian shall keep all historical records of the Society, and 
prepare for the records a brief biographical sketch of deceased mem- 
bers, and a historical sketch of any Society entertainment and other 
proceedings outside of regular business. 

ARTICLE XIV. 
JBoard of Aanaoere. 

The Board of Managers shall consist of twelve, namely : the Pres- 
ident, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, Registrar, Historian, and 
Chaplain, ex-officic^ and five other members; at least five members of 
the entire Board shall be residents of the City of Davenport, Iowa, and 
all of whom shall be elected at the annual meeting. They shall elect 
their own Chaiiman. In case of a vacancy in any of these offices, the 
Board may fill the same until the next election. They shall judge of 
the qualifications of the candidates for admission to the Society, and, 
upon recommendation of the Committee on Admissions, shall have 
power to elect the same to membership. They shall, through the Sec- 
retary, call special meetings at any time, upon the written request of 
three members of the Society, and at such other times as they see fit. 
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They shall recommend plans for promoting the objects of the Society, 
shall digest and prepare business, and shall authorize the disbursement 
and expenditure of unappropriated money in the treasury for the pay- 
ment of the current expenses of the Society. They shall generally 
superintend the interests of the Society, and execute all such duties as 
may be committed to them by the Society. At each annual meeting 
of the Society they shall make a general report. At all meetings of 
the Board of Managers four members shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. 

ARTICLE XV. 

dommfttee on Bdmleefone. 

The Chairman of the Board of Managers shall appoint annually 
three members thereof as a Committee on Admissions, whose duty it 
shall be to pass upon the qualifications of applicants for admission to 
the Society, and report to the Board of Managers. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

Xocal B06oclatlon0. 

In any community where there are seven or more resident mem- 
bers of the Society of Sons of the Revolution in the State of Iowa, it 
shall be lawful to organize a local Association, whose membership shall 
be limited to persons in good standing in the Society of Sons of the Rev- 
olution. Such Association shall be subject to all the laws, rules, and 
regulations of the General Society and the State Society, and shall be 
organized for social purposes, and for the promotion of the objects 
and principles of the Society, and in the interests of patriotism.

letter JSallot 

The Board of Managers may call for a letter ballot of all the mem- 
bers of the Society whenever they deem it advisable to vote upon any 
question which may be submitted to the members other than the elec- 
tion of officers, and in such case the votes of members so received by 
letter shall have the same force and effect as if such members were 
personally present and voting at a meeting of the Society.

Dr. Reynolds was admitted to this ScK-if^iy i. i^;o 'y 1 -i of 
descent from Private (irind(d Reyn<»lds. 
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Albert Reynolds, M. D., bora in Grand Isle, Vermont, August 
i8, 1837; died at Clinton, Iowa, February 23, 1899. During his 
early years he worked on a farm and went to school in the winter ; 
also taught school several terms. He attended lecture courses at the 
Burlington Medical College. Enlisted in the 42nd New York Volun- 
teers in 1861. In July, 1862, he was mustered in as Hospital Steward, 
serving in hospitals at Baltimore, Washington and Georgetown until 
December, 1862, when he was sent to New Orleans at the time of 
General Bank's Expedition. He was clerk in the Medical Director's 
office. Department of the Gulf, until September, 1863, when he was 
appointed Assistant Surgeon of the 88th Colored Troops, U. S. A., 
and served until the close of that year, when he resigned his position 
and resumed his studies at the Burlington Medical College, from 
which he graduated in 1864. He was subsequently Assistant Phjrsi- 
dan at King's County Insane Asylum, Flatbush, Long Island, until 
1867, when he removed to Clinton, Iowa. He was for eleven years 
Superintendent of the State Insane Asylum at Independence, Iowa, 
after which he was Trustee of the Asylum and a lecturer at the Iowa 
State University. At the request of the Attorney-General of the 
United States he served as an expert witness in the Guiteau trial. 
Dr. Reynolds was an active and influential member of the State Med- 
ical Association and of the American Medical Association, of the 
Loyal Legion, and Grand Army of the Republic. He was always 
interested in educational work, serving for several terms on the 
School Board of Clinton, of which city he was Mayor in 1884. 

Dr. Reynolds was married, October 29, 1868, to Miss Susan H. 
Rogers. 

Dr. Reynolds was admitted to this Society in 1896 by right of 
descent from Private Grindel Reynolds. 
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Josiah Proctor Walton, bom in New Ipswich, New Hampshire, 
February 26, 1826; died at Muscatine, Iowa, November 34, 1899. 
He moved west with his parents and located at Geneva, on the west 
bank of the Mississippi, which was at that period embraced in the 
territory belonging to Wisconsin. The former site of Geneva is now 
three miles above the present city of Muscatine, Iowa. At the age of 
sixteen he succeeded his father, upon the latter' s death, as postmaster 
at Geneva. He was married, June 2, 1857, to Mary Elizabeth Bar- 
rows, at Clayville, New York. 

Mr. Walton was an active worker in the Episcopal Church and a 
member of the first class confirmed by Bishop Lee in Iowa. 

In 1 89 1 Mr. Walton was admitted to the Society of Sons of the 
Revolution in Iowa by right of descent from Josiah Walton, who was 
wounded at the battle of Bunker Hill. He was Historian of the 
Society in 1897. 

This brief sketch may be fittingly closed by the following extracts 
from the report of the Society's Committee on Resolutions : 

''We recognize in him a self-made man who has exerted influence 
for good in the State. He has shown his constant interest in his 
friends and neighbors, giving ever of his time and strength for others 
— worthy of his war ancestry. His native and acquired talents have 
been constantly and freely used for his fellow men. The Sons of the 
Revolution in Iowa recognized in him a sturdy character, interested 
and active in all good things and works." 
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Asa Scott Tiffany, born April 6, 1818, in Berkshire County, Mas- 
sachusetts; died in Davenport, Iowa, January 18, 1900. 

Mr. Tiffany settled in Davenport, Iowa, in 1856, engaging in 
mercantile pursuits which he followed until he retired from active 
business in 1868. He was married in 1844 to Christina Conghuet of 
New York. His fondness for nature study led him to make a large 
collection of fossils of this locality. In 1878 he joined the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science and became a Fellow of 
the Geological Society of America at its organization in 1899. 

Mr. Tiffany was admitted to membership in the Iowa Society Sons 
of the Revolution in 1895 by right of descent from Private Timothy 
Tiffany, Connecticut Line.

Ralph Gurley Phelps was admitted to membership with the Sons 
of the Revolution by right of the services of his grandfather, Samuel 
Phelps, a Revolutionary Soldier, Connecticut Line. Born at Mon- 
mouth, Illinois, about 1846. He graduated from Monmouth College. 
Soon after the War of the Rebellion Mr. Phelps formed a law part- 
nership with Mr. L. L. De Lano and located at Lewis, Iowa. At the 
time the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway was built through 
Cass County the firm moved to Atlantic, Iowa, where Mr. Phelps con- 
tinued to reside until his death, March 10, 1898. 

He was married in 1872 to Alice Hardenburg, daughter of a 
pioneer settler, who, with two sons, survive him. 

Mr. Phelps was attorney for the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
Railway for Cass County at the time of his death, and also engaged 
in the banking business with Mr. J. S. Harlan under the name of The 
Commercial Bank. He was a member of long standing of the Masonic 
fraternity, having been honored with all the offices the Society could 
bestow in his own Lodge, and serving as Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of Iowa. A<? an orator he had few equals in the western part of 
the State. He had a most comprehensive knowledge of literature and 
a great love of poetry. As a citizen he was loyal to his town and exer- 
cised a ix)tent influence in all public matters.

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Charles Lockwood Hoyt, after an illness of but an hour, entered 
into rest on the 21st day of April, 1900, at his home in Rosendale, 
Wisconsin. He was born in Norwalk, Connecticut, February 12, 1829. 

As a youth he developed a great fondness for literary pursuits, but 
feeble health precluded the possibility of giving his life to a profes- 
sional calling and he went into business with his father in New York 
City. He removed with his father to Rosendale, Wisconsin, in 1854 
and was in the old homestead when he died. 

He was a man unusually well informed, interesting as a conversa- 
tionalist, modest but accurate in assertions, quick and reliable in judg- 
ment, kind and loving in his family relations. His neighbors and 
townsmen quote him as a mm whose word was as good as his note, — 
one who was continually given to kindly acts and offices, setting 
before men, with perfect humility, an example to be respected and 
followed, — a character revered and beloved. 

He had in his veins ihe inherited blood of many of the prominent 
founders of the Colony of Connecticut and derived his eligibility to 
membership in this Society through four soldiers of the Revolutionary 
War. 
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Rev. Joseph Ingoldsby Corby n was born the 13th day of June, 1820, 
in Henrietta, Monroe County, New York. His childhood and youth 
were spent upon the paternal farm doing the duties of an ordnary farm- 
er's boy, enjoying such opportunities for education as the common 
school afforded. After the death of his parents, previous to which the 
family had moved to Mt. Clemens, Michigan, he joined his brother, 
the Rev. William B. Corbyn, at St. Paul College, Palmyra, Missouri, 
where, as student and assistant teacher, he engaged in such a course of 
study as prepared him for Holy Orders in the church. He spent sev- 
eral years in teaching in Connecticut and afterwards as private tutor 
in St. Louis, Missouri, where he also did good service in the early 
work of what is now the parish of St. James, St. Louis. He at one 
time did mission work in Kansas City, but this was broken up by the 
coming on of the civil war. 

He afterwards went on a visit to friends in Anamosa, Iowa, which 
visit resulted in his making his home in Anamosa, where, with some 
intervals of absence, he remained as rector of St. Mark's Church till 
his death. May i, 1900. 

In 1892 Mr. Corbyn was admitted to membership in the Iowa 
Society Sons of the Revolution by right of descent from William 
Corbyn, Connecticut Militia. 
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Henry Kip Clarke, M. D., was bom in Buffalo, New York, Novem- 
ber 1 2th, 1837, and died at Battle Creek, Michigan, December 4th, 
1896. He was a member of the class of 1859, Hobart College, 
Geneva, New York, and on the 13th of October, 1859, married Kath- 
arine A. Watson of Geneva, N. Y. They had six children, only one 
of whom, a son, and the youngest, survived him. In December, 1862, 
Dr. Clarke graduated from the Albany Medical College and was the 
same day appointed Assistant Surgeon loth Regiment New York Cav- 
alry. On December 22nd of the following year he was promoted to 
Surgeon of the Regiment, which position he held till the close of the 
war. Later he was made Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel "for faithful and 
meritorious service during the war." In 1867 Dr. Clarke began the 
practice of medicine in Geneva and remained there till the fall of 1883, 
when ill health, (contracted during his array life), compelled his re- 
moval to Florida, where he resided until the summer before he died. 
He was a member of the Masonic Fraternity, Odd Fellows, Sigma 
Phi Society, Grand Army of the Republic, Society of the Cavalry of 
the United States and the Association of the loth New York Volun- 
teer Cavalry, and Sons of the Revolution, being admitted to the latter 
society by right of descent from Private Jerome Clarke, Connecticut 
Line.

At the annual meeting of the Society of the Sons of the Revolution 
in the State of Iowa, held at Dubuque on the one hundred and twenty- 
fourth anniversary of the battle of Lexington and in the one hundred 
and twenty-third year of the Independence of the United States of 
America it was resolved:— that two gold medals should be offered 
for competition, one to the students of Colleges in the State and one 
to the pupils of High Schools, subject to such conditions and regula- 
tions as should be promulgated in due season and prescribed by the 
committee to whose management the matter was referred. 
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The committee accordingly set forth the following terms: 

The medal for students of colleges will be presented for the best 
original essay on the subject, The Extent and Condition of 
Education in the American Colonies at the Outbreak of the 
Revohition. 

The medal for High School pupils will be presented for the best 
original essay on the subject, The Causes which Led to the 
Revolution. 

All essays must contain not less than seven hundred (700) and not 
more than one thousand (1,000) words. They must be in the hand- 
writing of the author and written on foolscap or legal cap paper, and 
on one side of the paper only, pages numbered and securely fastened 
together. They must be unsigned and without mark or distinction 
whereby the identity of the writer may become known, except in the 
manner prescribed below. 

The contestants for the College medal must be doma fide imder- 
graduates at the College they represent, pursuing a full course leading 
to the degree of Bachelor of Arts or its equivalent, and must be under 
twenty-four (24) years of age. Graduates and students of post- 
graduate courses, and of Professional schools are not included. 

The contestants for the High School medal must be bona fide 
pupils pursuing a full and regular course of not less than three (3) 
years and not graduates of any similar school or taking special studies; 
they must be under twenty-one (21) years of age and candidates for 
graduation in their respective schools. 

Every competing student of a College must choose a pen-name, 
and every competing High School pupil a motto; these must be writ- 
ten at the top of every page of the essay. 

The Judges will consider composition, style, research, originality, 
syntax, punctuation, orthography, neatness, and legibility, each with 
its proper valuation. 

All the essays are to be the property of the Society, which reserves 
the right of publication. 

The essays must be enclosed in a large envelope (9 or 9^^ 
inches), marked College or High School, as the case may be, and 
addressed to John Ely Bready* Chairman Committee Sons of 
Revolution, Dubuque, Iowa. Enclosed also in the large envel- 
ope there must be a smaller sealed envelope, with the pen-name or 
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motto written on it, containing a card or slip with the motto or pen- 
name and the name of the writer or contestant and his address and 
College or School, together with a certificate from the President of 
the College or the Principal of the High School, as the case may be, 
that the writer complies with each and every condition and require- 
ment set forth above. 

This proclamation is published and is to be read to all concerned 
on the 19th day of October, 1899. 

The essays must be forwarded to the Chairman of the Medal Com- 
mittee on or before the 22nd day of February, 1900. 

The names of the winners will be announced at the annual meet - 
ing of the Society of the Sons of the Revolution on the 19th day of 
April, 1900. Then the names of the judges of the contest will also 
be made known. 

The medals will be forwarded as soon as the owners' names can be 
engraved thereupon. 

The die from which the medals are struck is the property of the 
General Society of the Sons of the Revolution and its use can be 
obtained only by one of the State Societies for a purpose similar to 
the above. The medals are one and five-eightlis inches in diameter 
and one-eighth of an inch thick. The Obverse is the seal of the 
Society, the Reverse, a wreath inscribed with the owner's name and 
the occasion of its bestowal. A gold bar pin with the word Iowa and 
the ribbon of the Society is attached to each medal.

During the reign of George III, English liberty declined until it 
reached its lowest mark for centuries. Through bribery and corrup- 
tion in elections the power of the Ministry and of the House of Com- 
mons had fallen into the hands of a weak and at times insane king 
whose supreme ambition was to rule unrestrained. With such corrup- 
tion and tyranny in the home government it is not surprising that the 
condition of affairs in the distant colonies was such that their inhabi- 
tants were driven to revolt. 

Early in the eighteenth century Parliament had placed certain 
restrictions on colonial commerce and industry. The object of these 
laws was to make Great Britain the greatest commercial nation in the 
world. The colonists considered these acts legal, but at the same 
time unjust, and managed by smuggling to carry on a large contra- 
band trade. Not until George III attempted, in 1761, to have them 
rigidly enforced by Writs of Assistance did they meditate any open 
resistance to the authority of Great Britain. 

These Writs, granting the Custom House Officers power and, if 
necessary, assistance to search any house at any time for smuggled 
goods, were most grievously tyrannical and left no one's possessions 
secure. All cases pertaining to contraband goods were tried before 
Courts of Admiralty, which were conducted contrary to all estab- 
lished ideas of justice. One judge (if such he may be called), hold- 
ing his office at the king's pleasure, decided the case without jurors, 
and received a commission on all goods condemned. The whole 
scheme seemed to rob and oppress the colonists in the king's name. 

While these abuses were going on the Ministry was forming plans 
for taxing all the British colonies in America. Before this time all 
revenue from America had been in the form of grants to the king. 
This left the levying of all internal taxes to the colonists themselves

through their Assemblies ; but England would no longer tolerate this 
freedom and determined to have a fixed revenue. 

After long discussion over the method of raising the tax, stamps 
were decided upon, and in the spring of 1765 the Stamp Act was 
adopted. This measure alarmed the colonists more than ever. The 
murmur of discontent now became a roar of indignation and protest. 
The cry of " No Representation, No Taxation," was heard from New 
Hampshire to Georgia ; and faintly, like an echo, came the threaten- 
ing words, "No Representation, No Legislation." For the sake of 
a trifling revenue England had transformed the colonists from peace- 
ful subjects to distrustful friends, and in ten years more would make 
them open enemies. 

The Americans immediately determined that the tax should not 
be paid. Large quantities of stamps were seized and burned and all 
stamp distributers compelled to resign. Soon there were no stamps 
for sale in any of the colonies. To insure redress, trade with Eng- 
land was discontinued until the Stamp Act should be repealed. 

The resistance made was so determined that the Act was entirely 
repealed the following year, but not until another Act had been 
passed setting forth as unquestionable the ri^ht of Parliament to tax 
the Colonies in any manner whatsoever. 

Hardly had the excitement over the Stamp Act died away when a 
new revenue Act was adopted placing a tax on tea, glass, paper and 
painters' colors. But no form of parliamentary taxation was consid- 
ered legal by the colonists because they believed that it was robbery 
for England to tax them without their consent. The merchants of 
Boston and other towns again refused to import goods from England, 
hoping by this '' passive resistance" to maintain their freedom and 
the rights which belonged to them as Englishmen. 

There were other grievances also, besides those of arbitrary taxa- 
ation, that encouraged resistance. Troops stationed in Boston had 
wantonly fired on the defenseless citizens ; tyrannical governors con- 
vened the legislatures in inconvenient places or dissolved them with- 
out cause; seamen were impressed on board British warships, and 
offenders might be transported across the sea for trial. Redress was 
constantly asked for in petitions, but in vain. 

The Townshead Revenue Act remained in force on the one side, 
and the non-importation agreement on the other until 1770, when all 
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duties were removed except that on tea. By this means Parliament 
hoped to pacify the colonists and also "keep up the right" to tax 
them. 

Several cargoes of tea were sent to America, but the only part ever 
used was that served at the Boston Tea Party in 1773. King George 
was very angry when the news of the celebration reached him and he 
determined to punish the colony severely. A large army and a fleet 
were dispatched to Boston, her port closed and the government of 
the colony placed entirely in the hands of a Royal Governor. 

All the colonies saw that their liberties must now be defended at 
any cost. A Continental Congress was summoned and Boston's 
struggle made the common cause. On the 19th of April, 1775, ^^^ 
long expected erash came, and the war, which had been waged with 
the pen for fourteen years, was now entrusted to the sword. 

The many attempts of the British Government to oppress and 
enslave the Americans by making their interests subordinate to those 
of England drove them to seek a form of government more suited to 
the needs of a free and progressive people. But through all, the 
Hand of Destiny is seen shaping the affairs of both Great Britain and 
America for the best. Indeed, the world's progress would have been 
checked had there been no Revolution and no cause for a Revolution.
